TAMPA, Fla—Although Wil- 
liam: Green barred the Spanish 
peoples’ delegates from speak- 
ing at the A.F.L. convention, two 
speeches, one by the British un- 


ions’ fraternal delegate, assailed 
fascism in Spain and in this 
country. 


George Gibson, fraternal del- 
egate of the British Trade Un- 
ion Congress, delivered a scath- 
ing attack on fascism in Eu- 
rope, and declared that the Bri- 
tish unions are prepared to fight 
for freedom “whether it is men- 
aced by our own or by ih 
governments.” 


“The British Trade Union Cor- 
gress holds that the Spanish Re- 
public is the legitimate govern- 
ment of Spain,’ Gibson said, 
“and that it is entitled to get 
those arms by*which it can de- 
fend itself.” 

Edwin S. Smith, member of 
the National Labor Relations 
Board, launched an attack on 
“unrestrained vigilantism fre- 
quently with the connivance of 
police officials” and anti-labor 
Citizens’ Committees. 

Smith atacked “Red scares 
whipped up to frighten legiti- 
mate labor organizations.”

Operated under the auspices of District Council No. 2 of the 
Maritime Federation, the strikers’ relief kitchen ‘is entering its 
third week, serving more than 5000 meals a day. 


The. kitchen 
Embarcadero in the same build- 


but has little else in common 
with ®those days. The present 
set-up represents two years of 
planning, two years of experi- 
ence of the Federation’s devel- 
opment. It is as far superior to 
any other venture of its kind as 
this strike is in effectiveness to 
all others in labor’s history: 


The kitchen has a seating ca- 
pacity for 400 men, and cost 
$2000 to install. All labor was | 
volunteered by union carpenters 
and plumbers. Most of the 
equipment is new, including the 
ranges, tables and the lineoleum' 
on the floor, Everything is kept 
spotlessly clean, ship shape. 


Cost of operation is about 6 
cents a meal, or $300 a day. 
All expenses are shared equally 
by the seven striking unions. 
The relief committee, however, 
expects to reduce this ‘price as 
more strikers come in, making 
it possible to buy stores in larg- 
er quantities. All food is pur- 
chased wholesale .or directly 
from the farmer. Books and

The ‘Grace Line had announced 
that it was .going to use En- 
sanada as a base instead of San 
Pedro for all its ships. 

Unable to discharge cargo at 
the port of Ensenada, _ the 
Grace liners will have to proceed 
to San Pedro where they will 
be struck. 

With the aid of non-union 
men the Santa Elena was able 
to deposit passengers at En- 
senada, but no cargo will be un- 
loaded from any ship of a struck 
American line at any Mexican 
port.

“No man shall be required to 
work under unsafe conditions, 
behind picket lines or at any 
dock involved in labor trouble, 
or where armed guards are em- 
ployed as a result of. labor 
trouble. 

“Strong clauses on shipwreck, 
discrimination, and ship lay-ups 
are incltided in this section. 

“If we continue to stick to- 
gether, and not permit Tear Gas 
Plant ta scare us, we will have 
an agreement that will be a: long 
step forward in our aim to make, 
Seamen’s conditions what they | 
should be.”

ONSUMERS UNION strikes a clean blow at face soap ads: that 
claim to do just about everything but grow a third set of 


teeth. They say: “Practically all of the added ingredients in 
soaps,” such as uttermilk, cucumber, oatmeal, glycerite, “are By CRAIG 
useless, and the claims of special complexion benefits are entirely

without substance.” They quote the trade journal, Soap, as say- 
‘ing: “If any soap is soothing to any kind of.skin, we will eat a 
bar of it while doing handsprings up Fifth Avenue.” 

Did you know there was a difference between “framed” 

soaps, such-as Ivory, and milled soaps, which contain much less 
water? Floating soaps are adulterated with both air and water, 
and while they are floating they dissolve away, so the electrify- 
ing slogan “It Floats” should be a warning rather than an at- 
traction. , 
. Soaps, it appears, are also increased in bulk by useless fil- 
lers,.and some contain “builders,” excess alkali, which may be 
helpful in cleaning painted floors but will do no good to the 
human face. 

The report commends as its best buy in face soap, Gondola 
Floating, which may be obtained at~Woolworth’s, and also rec- 
ommends Colgate Big Bath and Ivory Floating in the large size. | 

Incidentally, Consumer’s Union in its reports, includes notices 
as to the working conditions-in the plants producing products it 
discusses, and warns against all companies rt to organized 
labor. 

The Hebeet on laundry soaps tells of alkali “builders” 
household soaps, which are hard on the hands and destructive to 
delicate fabrics. A number of the washing soaps it finds satis- 
factory aré, unfortunately, produced and marketed, I think, only 
in tke eastern states; at least I have never seen them here. Of 
the nationally distributed brands it calls “acceptable,” Ivory 
Snow, Palmolive, Beads, Lux and Ivory Flakes, although the east- 
ern fisted Kirkman’s Soap Chips, Cooperative General Pur- 
pose Flakes and Cooperative Granulated Soap are much cheaper 
per pound ef dry soap, coming to. 14c a pound, where. the nation- 
“ally advertised come to from twenty-five to thirty-three cents. 
We will have to ask Consumers Union to do some research on

(2) To force the small ship- 
pers into insolvency by ensnar-} 
ing these small shippers into the | 
Grower-Shipper Vegetable As-| 
sociation of Central ,California : 
by the legal process of binding ! 
these. small shippers. by agree- 
ment. in such a manner that no 
individual shipper or grower 
could deal with labor except 
through and upon the approval 
of the association. 

This association is but a tool 
of the large shippers and grow- 
ers clique which controls the 
association and acts jointly in 
collaboration with the Associ- 
ated Farmers of California. ..The 
small growers and shippers, be- 
ing bound by this agreement, 
were legally tied into a knot 
_and could not exercise their le- 
gal constitutional rights indi- 
vidually to bargain with labor.

the large agricultural interests.

own ranches. The large growers 
have in the past connived so 
far as to- agree among them- 
selves that for one reason. or 
another they would not buy 
from certain small farmers un- 
der any conditions which re- 
sulted in the small farmers los- 
ing their lands and investments 
for the reason that their buyers 
(the large shippers and grow- 
ers), refused to buy. 

The large growers and ship- 
pers deal not only in lettuce but 
also in tomatoes, garlic, cauli- 
flower, spinach, broccoli, celery, 
together with many otHtér fruit 
and vegetables.

AFL COUNCIL T0! Guild Gains Big 


EAVEP-| ALONE” 


Out of Strike After 
Rebuke of Raw Move 


TAMPA, Fla.—Roundly  re- 
Juked by the Newspaper Guild 
and by resolutions of many la- 
bor councils and other labor 
bodies, the A.F.L. Executive 
Council has decided: to withdraw 
from any future attempts to me- 
diate the’ Seattle Hearst Post- 
Intelligencer strike led by the 
Guild. 

The anger of organized labor 
bodies was. aroused because the 
Executive Council attempted to 
force the Guild to.settle on a 
basis which would not only 
grant none of :the Guild’s de- 
mands but’ would also leave the 
two fired Guild members per- 
manently blacklisted. 

It was the firing of these two 
members, for Guild activities, 
which precipitated the strike in 
the first place. 

William Green announced the 
decision to withdraw after hear- 
ing Jonathan Eddy, ‘national séc- 
retary of the Guild, and Harvey 
Kelley, attorney for the Hearst 
publications.

Labor for Change 
in Constitution 


_ WASHINGTON—Forces driv- 
ing towards a_ constitutional 
amendment in order to make 
minimum wage and maximur 
hour legislation effective found 
a new adherent here as the third 
national conference on labor leg- 
islation adopted a committee re- 
port committing it to.seek such 
a constitutional change. 

The recommendation was em: 
bodied .in the report of the 
committee.on minimum wage leg- 
islation. That report, declared, 
“In the light of’ recent studies 
of wages paid ‘in: ‘various parts 
of the United States, your com- 
mittee condludes»that. the need 
for.. mandatory minimum wage 
legislation to prevent ‘payment 
gislation to prevent payment of 
of sweatshop wages is as urgent 
as ever. 

Minimum Wage Laws 

“Indeed so urgent is this need 
that the committee recommends 
that every effort be exerted by 
the states and the federal govern- 
ment to draft minimum wage 
legislation which will conform 
to the. present limitations of the 
constitution. 
| “Inasmuch as such legislation 
has been held unconstitutional 
the committee urges that the con- 
ference at the. same time endorse 
the proposal that the federal con- 
stitution be amended so as to 
permit minimum wages and other 
wee legislation.” 

A day prior to the tonference’s 
action the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers and the International 
Ladies Garment Workers, by ac- 
tion of their. executive boards, 
adopted resolutions pledging the 
unions to. seek similar constitu- 
tional changes. - 

The committee further urged 
that the Secretary | ‘of Labor’s 


committee, to be appointed by. 


the conference and the Secretary 
of Labor to,serve until next 
year’s conference, study - princi- 
ples to be embodied. in a bill 
for federal minimum wage legis- 
lation which will be made the 
basis for a constitutional amend- 
ment. Minimum wages for men, 
as - well as’ women, are to be 
included in the bill.

in a new statement here. 

“The elections show that there 
is a new political alignment in 
process of development,” said 
Gorman. “Labor has shown its | 
strength for the first time. That 
strength can be maintained only 
by the formation of a Labor 
Party. 

“We are urging the mainte- 
nance of Labor’s . Non-Partisan 
League as the base for the for- 
mation of such a party. I think 
that the showing of the Ameri- 
can Labor Party in New York 
was splendid. It proves that the 
base for a Labor Party in New 
prs is all there.” 

Labor’s Allies 
“Although believing in the im- 
portance of a strong trade union 
core, Gorman said farmers and 
professionals are of gréat im- 
portance .as parts of a Farmer- 
Labor Party movement. 

“It’s got to be set up in such 
4a manner,” he declared, “it will 
be all-inclusive and all-embrac- 
ing—including labor, farmers, 
professionals, youth and the un- 
employed. 

Gorman believes labor must 
press for gains now in industry 
as well as in politics. 

“We certainly intend to cap- 
italize on labor’s contribution to 
the victory of Roosevelt. We 
will press for better wages and | 
a higher standard of living.” . 

The United Textile Workers’ 
recent convention reaffirmed its 
position for a Farmer- -Labor 
Party. The forthcoming execu- 
tive board meeting of the union, 
said Gorman, will probably 
make more specific plans. 

Big problem before .the board 
meeting will be the mapping of 
a union organizational drive, 
particularly in the southern tex- 
| tile mills.’ It is to facilitate that 
lgrive that the union headquar- 
ters are being moved to Wash- 
ington. 


In Security Forms 


WASHINGTON - — Qpportuni- 
ties afforded employersfto scrut- 
inize the social security appli- 
cation forms of their employees 
began to alarm labor officials 
here as implications of the forms 
became realized. 

Moves were begun to have the 
Social Security Board adopt a 
method of procedure guarantee- 
ing the right of the worker to 
submit his application blank to 
the board direc’y without, hay- 
ing it pass through the hands 
of the employer and without be- 
ing under suspicion for refusal 
to submit his application form 
through his employer . 

Labor officials agreed that the 
danger lay in: allowing the em- 
ployer access to the true. age of 
the employee. They contend that 
with the constantly lowefing age. 
limit taking place in industry 
many persons, especiall: women 
in textile mills and other mass 
production industries, are forced 
to underestimate their age when 
applying for a job, 

Many persons, they say, are 
being turned away ~<on. the 
grounds of “being too old” and 
those now with jobs feel that 
if the employer becomes aware 
of their actual age, - they will 
either be @ropped immediately 
or sooner than in their. normal 
course of employment. The So- 
cial Securitv application blank, 
under the line Tequesting the 
date of birth, states, \“ pe ghd to 
later Vereen nae."

N THE GRAND MANNER, Secreihry of Labor Perkins did some 
boasting at the Tampa convention of the A.F.L. 

Employment in the United States, she told the delegates, is 
practically at the 1929 level. 

Secretary Perkins is a lady, and we are gentlemen, so we 
must refrain from calling Miss Perkins what some more uncouth 
person might call ta on the basis of her claims before the con- 
vention. 

Instead, we are going to let the Executive Council of the A. 
F.L., whose members are also gentlemen, refute Miss Perkins. 

‘A monthly survey of business just issued by the American 
Federation of Labor shows that: 

Profits of American industry, now rapidly approaching pre- 
depression levels, will be between 40 and 50 per cent greater this 
year than they were in 1935, but workers’ average hourly earnings 
will show a gain of less than 1 per cent. , 

By increasing working hours two a week, instead of hiring 
additional labor, industry “has denied jobs to several. hundred 
thousand unemployed.” 

The Federation points out further, in black and white figures, 
that instead of giving worthwhile wage increases, and increas- 
ing employment to workers this year, the big corporations have 
used their huge profits to increase dividends to stockholders. 

As an example of how profits are skyrocketing, the A.F.L. 
quoted figures supplied by Standard Statistics showing that the 
profits of 403 representative corporations are not far from the 
boom level of 1929. In that year they were $2,991,000,000. The 
estimate for 1936 is $2,243,000,000. That is $265, 000,000 more than 
the same corporations made in 1927 and only $378,000,000 less 
than they pocketed in 1928. ; 

But the failure to increase wages is only wait ‘of the story. 
Where the American Federation survey makes Miss Perkins’ glib 
claims seem greatly exaggerated (we are still being the gentle- 
man) is in the following: . 

“Many industries,” the Federation said, “by ‘speed-up meth- 
cds and technological improvements, have greatly increased the 
workers’ hourly production, placing an added work load on the 
wage-earner for which he receives no corresponding gain in pay.” 

Citing the boot and shoe industry as an example, the Federa- 
tion shows that, while workers are producing 1012 per cent more 
goods an hour than they did in 1935, their hourly earnings have, 
during 1936, actually decreased 2.6 per cent. 

Which means that unemployment has been increasing right 
(It might be worth while 
,adding the fact that over a million railroad workers will never 
have the opportunity to work at their trades again, 
due to elimination by speed-up and consolidations. 

Workers’ weekly incomes have been increased throughout in- 
dustry as a whole. This has been accomplished, the Federation 
explained, by working labor two hours longer a week and by 
raising wages one-half cent an hour. 

And as the Federation survey correctly concludes: 

“These figures show that re-employment is vital to the na- 
tion. Buying power could have been increased vastly more, how- 
ever, if wages had been raised commensurately with industry’s 
capacity to pay,. and if vee had not HEeR lengthened.” 


History ‘Repeats Itself. 


A page out of-history that should show those big open shop- 
pers, as in the steel industry, whose eomyRety unions are turning 
on them, that history repeats itself. . 

As long ago as the year 1900, the rulers “of Tsarist Russia 
were alarmed by the growth of Social Democratic ideas among 
the workers in industry... A clever young officer of the secret 
police named Zubatoff convinced his superiors that they might 
best combat this political (and therefore revolutionary) movement 
by quietly encouraging them to form unions for purely economic 
action and even actively helping them to win better wages and 
working conditions through direct struggle with the employ- 
ers. Of course, these unions were to be supervised and guided by 
“undercover men” representing the secret police. 

The scheme seemed to work well for a time. By 1903 these 
legalized unions were getting ‘out of hand. As the historian 
Mayor puts it, they “taught the working men how te organize 
and gave them a taste for power,” and they “rendered an import- 
ant though unintentional service in the initial stages of the revo- 
lution.” 

Within another year. or two — had become so clearly con- 
scious of their political as wel las their economic interests that in 
self-defense the autocracy had to suppress them.
